These gains 
are obscured, however, by lumping 
them together with the much slower 
growth-rates of India and Indonesia. 
“ If the mainsprings of development 
are present,” Bauer concludes, 
“ material progress will occur even 
without foreign aid. If they are absent 
it will jot occur even with aid.” 
Foreign economic aid can have, 
indeed, a variety of malign effects. It 
has saddled some countries with a top- 
heavy 
bureaucracy 
which 
in­ 
competently attempts to “ manage” an 
economy. It has brought about 
premature and ill-conceived in­ 
dustrialization. It has established 
habits of dependency that are actually 
counter-productive. It has played a 
role in the balance of payments 
deficits that have wrecked the in­ 
ternational monetary system.

“If the mainsprings of development 
are present,” Bauer concludes 
“material progress will occur ever 
without foreign aid. If they are absent 
it will jot occur even with aid.” 
Foreign economic aid can have, 
indeed, a variety of malign effects. It 
has saddled some countries with a top­ 
heavy 
bureaucracy 
which 
in­ 
competently attempts to “manage” an 
economy. It has brought about 
premature and ill-conceived in­ 
dustrialization. It has established 
habits of dependency that are actually 
counter-productive. It has played a 
role in the balance of payments 
deficits that have wrecked the in­ 
ternational monetary system. 
In his now classic book “The 
Unheavenly City,” Edward C. Ban- 
field showed that as applied to 
domestic problems an unexamined 
altruism is futile and often ruinous in 
effect. P. T. Bauer has now provided 
the international complement to 
Banfield.

Speaking Of Your Health

I’ve had pain over and around my 
right eye and the right side of my head 
for many months. Trips to the doctor, 
X-rays of 
the sinuses, and eye 
examinations have turned up nothing. 
I noticed that when I watched 
television and there was a reflection 
from a bright lamp, the pain got worse. 
I then realized that, while working in 
my office, light bouncing off my 
typewriter and the glass top of my 
desk also increased the pain. Since 
then, I have covered the shiny objects 
and the glass top of the desk, and my 
headaches have disappeared. 
Could I have hit on the solution to a 
problem that affects many other office 
workers? 
Miss E.B.,N.J. 
Dear Miss B.: 
Your observation, if confirmed, may 
not bring you the Nobel Prize in 
medicine, but it will bring you the 
gratitude of many people who are 
suffering similar complaints for 
similar reasons. 
It is not unusual for people to be 
distressed by the constant reflections 
of lights from highly polished surfaces. 
Many automobile drivers are 
bothered by the glare created by 
sunlight on shiny chrome metal used 
so generously on windshield wipers 
and decorative parts of the fronts of 
modern cars. 
I have often wondered why these 
reflective surfaces could not be dulled 
down. Besides the annoyances, this is 


also a distinct hazard to safe driving. 
Thank you for bringing this subject 
to the attention of other readers. 
I want to remind readers, however, 
that you wisely consulted physicians 
before you came to your conclusion. 
There are manv tvpes of headaches, 
with a wide variety of possible causes. 
These must always be thoroughly 
investigated to insure the best form of 
treatment. 


My meastrual periods do not bother 
me, but frequently I have pain for 
about two weeks after they stop. The 
pain is sometimes severe, but 
disappears in about two days.

Dear Miss E.: 
You accurately describe a common 
condition known as “mittelschmerz,” 
which is derived from a German word. 
It means “middle pain.” 
This type of lower abdominal pain 
often occurs in between periods, which 
is the time of ovulation. At this time 
the ovum, or egg, comes through the 
outer layer of the ovary and may cause 
this discomfort. 
By accurately keeping track of the 
time that this pain occurs, your doctor 
can be helped in his effort to determine 
if mittelschmerz is the answer to your 
problem.

NEW YORK (AP) - One of the more 
interesting 
revelations 
about 
American consumer behavior will be 
provided during the next few months of 
conflict between food shoppers and the 
rising cost of supplying the body with 
energy. 
This is more than a passing test. It is 
a watershed in the affairs of con­ 
sumers, who for more than IO years 
have been feeling their muscles grow 
and who have been exerting their 
powers in a variety of ways. 
Can they stop food price increases? 
Their ITesident believes they can, and 
has declared such faith in them that he 
has declined to appear in person on the 
field of battle as he has in so many 
other economic conflicts. 
But faith alone won’t win the battle. 
Aligned against the consumer are all 
the 
pressures 
of 
professional 
promotion, advertising, new product 
development and the like that have one 
message: Spend. 
There is, moreover, the persistence 
of habit: Americans have been 
upgrading their diets since the Great 
Depression, adding more meat and 
using less starch. And they have been 
willing to pay dearly for conveniences, 
too. 
Add to this the ideal of most 
Americans that life tomorrow will In? 
better in regard to the basics of food, 
clothing, health and shelter. To lower 
standards is considered un-American, 
a violation of fundamental rights. 
The consumer, therefore, is unlikely 
to respond affirmatively to Mrs. 
Virginia Knauer’s suggestion that 
cheap cuts of meat can be turned into 
gourmet meals. 
But there is a change of rather 
recent vintage that does put the con­ 
sumer in a more advantageous 
position than before. He is better 
educated, better informed, m ore 
aware than in the past. 
This awareness, followed by action, 
already has brought great changes. 
The spirit is different. Caveat emptor 
is dated; caveat vinditor, or the seller 
beware, is widely accepted 
by 
regulators and legislators. 


Writing three years ago in “The 
Nation,” the magazine of U.S. 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce, 
AQ. 
Mowbray put the old standards into 
perspective: 
“ When 
General 
Motors 
buys 
material from U.S. Steel, it does not 
rely on assurances from the steel 
company that the shipment will be 
‘new and improved’ with twice the 
active ingredients of shabby old Brand 
X. 
“GM says in very hardheaded terms 
that the steel must meet certain 
specifications as to strength, hardness, 
ductility, corrosion resistance, or 
whatever property is of interest...” 
The battle is on. The question is this: 
Can the consumer, armed with better 
information and more awareness, 
fight a professional battle, not only 
against those trying to sell him 
something but, in a sense, against his 
own habits and appetites?

Ditcher Installs Drainage 
Pipe A t 160 Feet Per M inute

D IT C H ER IN O P ER A T IO N — Sonny Nealey 
sits atop the International TD .20 tractor 
which powers his revolutionary new farm 
field ditching m achine.

Rufus (Sonny) Nealey, Springfield, 
unveiled a totally automatic mole plow 
on James R. McFarland’s Route 1, 
New Holland farm early this week, 
claiming it was the only one of its kind 
used for farm ditch work, and one of 
only six in the nation used in any kind 
of ditching. 


The mole plow, mounted to a 
hydraulic system on the rear of an 
International TD 20 tractor, uses 
tracking laser beams to maintain 
constant grade. 


Engineers determine grade desired 
for laterals and mount the command 
laser on top a tripod in the center of the 
field. Its signal is picked up by another 
laser on top the hydraulic arm, 
causing the arm to raise and lower to 
keep these lasers in constant contact. 
Heart of the ditcher is a giant steel 
blade that submerges in the soil to the 
proper grade. Another steel blade, 
which resembles a circular saw, is 
mounted about three feet in front. 
The circular blade slices the soil and 
a debris that might be in the way and 
the larger blade digs a six-inch trench. 
Polyethylene drain pipe is fed down 
the backside of the blade and laid to 
place in the trench. As the ditcher 
moves forward, soil falls back into the 
trench, covering it in one operation. 
Nealey estimated that the ditcher 
completes the job at a rate of 160 feet 
per minute. This compares with a rate 
of about 23 feet per minute on a con­ 
ventional ditcher. 
On his first job in Madison County, 
Nealey said they completed installing 
9,000 feet of field pipe in about 4 hours. 
On the McFarland farm, he plans to 
install about 30,000 feet of pipe under 
160 acres.

DITCHER IN OPERATION — Sonny Nealey 
sits atop the International TD .20 tractor 
which powers his revolutionary new farm 
field ditching m achine.

Rufus (Sonny) Nealey, Springfield, 
unveiled a totally automatic mole plow 
on James R. McFarland’s Route I, 
New Holland farm early this week, 
claiming it was the only one of its kind 
used for farm ditch work, and one of 
only six in the nation used in any kind 
of ditching. 


The mole plow, mounted 
to a 
hydraulic system on the rear of an 
International TD 20 tractor, 
uses 
tracking laser beams to maintain 
constant grade. 


Engineers determine grade desired 
for laterals and mount the command 
laser on top a tripod in the center of the 
field. Its signal is picked up by another 
laser on top the hydraulic arm , 
causing the arm to raise and lower to 
keep these lasers in constant contact. 
Heart of the ditcher is a giant steel 
blade that submerges in the soil to the 
proper grade. Another steel blade, 
which resembles a circular saw, is 
mounted about three feet in front. 
The circular blade slices the soil and 
a debris that might be in the way and 
the larger blade digs a six-inch trench. 
Polyethylene drain pipe is fed down 
the backside of the blade and laid to 
place in the trench. As the ditcher 
moves forward, soil falls back into the 
trench, covering it in one operation.

In this age o f instant ev ery thing, 
furniture is o ne o f tho se things fo r 
which mo st Americans hav e to wait ... 
and wait ,,, and wait. 
Figures co mpiled by the Natio nal 
Asso ciatio n o f Furniture manufac­ 
turers (NAFM) indicated that o rders 
fo r furniture shipped in J anuary had 
l» een receiv ed by manufacturers an 
av erage o f 11 weeks prio r to shipment. 
That is up fro m 9 ,8 weeks in J anuary 
19 72 and six weeks in J anuary 19 71. 
Add the time it takes o rders to reach 
facto ries and the time retailers need to 
reship furniture to custo mers, and 
there is an av erage wait o f abo ut three 
mo nths fo r deliv ery . 
The Better Business Bureau in New 
Yo rk City last y ear handled 7 ,03 3 
furniture co mplaints. Officials said 
abo ut o ne-third inv o lv ed deliv ery 
pro blems and many delay s o f six 
mo nths and lo nger were repo rted. 
There is a way to av o id the wait, if 
y o u are no t to o fussy . Wareho use 
sho wro o ms—where y o u lo o k, buy and 
take it with y o u—are beco ming in­ 
creasingly po pular. A mino r part o f the 
industry fiv e y ears ago . they no w 


acco unt fo r an estimated 15 per cent o f 
all furniture sales 
But mo st peo ple want so mething 
special, a particular fabric o n the so fa 
o r a special finish o n the dresser, and 
that furniture has to he o rdered fro m a 
facto ry . 
M o reo v er, 
w areho uses 
seldo m sto ck the high grade furniture 
that appeals to many peo ple. Industry 
o fficials estimated that 80 per cent o f 
upho lstered pieces and 5 0 per cent o f 
all o ther furniture is made at facto ries 
to fill custo mer o rders. 


The industry ’s underestimatio n o f 
co nsumer demand was a majo r facto r 
in the lengthening wait fo r furniture 
during the past two y ears. 
After a decade during which v o lume 
grew abo ut fiv e f» er cent a y ear, fur­ 
niture sales ro se eight per cent in 19 71. 
NAFM predicted a 12 per cent gro wth 
in 19 72, but sales sho t up 18 per cent.

“ May be emplo y ers sho uld take a 
seco nd lo o k and change their attitude 
to ward hiring o lder peo ple.” 
Kangas said his testing indicated 
that peo ple in 
a 
stimulating en­ 
v iro nment are likely to increase their 
intelligence mo re rapidly than o thers. 
Fo r ex ample, wo men with a higher 
pre-adult IQ rating gained less in later 
y ears, he said. He attributed this to the 
po ssibility that these wo men fo und 
being a ho usewife less stimulating 
than wo men with

In this ane of instant everything, 
furniture is one of those things for 
which most Americans have to wait ... 
and wait ... and wait. 
Figures compiled by the National 
Association of Furniture manufac­ 
turers (NAFM) indicated that orders 
for furniture shipped in January had 
lieen received by manufacturers an 
average of ll weeks prior to shipment. 
That is up from 9.8 weeks in January 
1972 and six weeks in January 1971. 
Add the time it takes orders to reach 
factories and the time retailers need to 
reship furniture to customers, and 
there is an average wait of about three 
months for delivery. 
The Better Business Bureau in New 
York City last year handled 7,033 
furniture complaints. Officials said 
about one-third involved delivery 
problems and many delays of six 
months and longer were reported. 
There is a way to avoid the wait, if 
you are no* too fussy. Warehouse 
showrooms—where you look, buy and 
take it with you—are becoming in­ 
creasingly popular. A minor part of the 
industry five years ago, they now 


account for an estimated 15 per cent of 
all furniture sales. 
But most people want something 
special, a particular fabric on the sofa 
or a special finish on the dresser, and 
that furniture has to be ordered from a 
factory. 
Moreover, 
warehouses 
seldom stock the high grade furniture 
that appeals to many people. Industry 
officials estimated that 80 per cent of 
upholstered pieces and 50 per cent of 
all other furniture is made at factories 
to fill customer orders. 


The industry’s underestimation of 
consumer demand was a major factor 
in the lengthening wait for furniture 
during the past two years. 
After a decade during which volume 
grew about five per cent a year, fur­ 
niture sales rose eight per cent in 1971. 
NAFM predicted a 12 per cent growth 
in 1972, but sales shot up 18 per cent. 
Wholesale volume last year reached 
$8.3 billion, while retail sales climbed 
to $10.5 billion. 
As demand rose, furniture makers 
were 
hit with other 
problems. 
Upholstery 
fabrics, 
particularly 
velvet, and hard woods were in short 
supply, and continue to be so. Skilled 


furniture workers are hard to find, in 
part because of low wages in the in­ 
dustry. 
What can you do if you want a new 
dining room table or bedroom set and 
don’t want to wait half a year. 


If you are in a hurry, you can buy 
immediately available furniture from 
warehouses or some retailers.

“I think a 
lot of businesses tend to discriminate 
against older }>eople on the basis that 
they are not able to learn new things. 
“ Maybe* employers should take a 
second look and change their attitude 
toward hiring older people.” 
Kangas said his testing indicated 
that people in a stimulating en­ 
vironment are likely to increase their 
intelligence more rapidly than others. 
For example, women with a higher 
pre-adult IQ rating gained less in later 
years, he said. He attributed this to the 
possibility that these women found 
tieing a housewife less stimulating 
than women with lower pre-adult 
testing scores. 
Kangas said the opposite was ob­ 
served among men. Those with higher 
pre-adult IQs gained more in later 
years, most likely because they en­ 
tered more stimulating occupations 
than men with lower pre-adult scores, 
he said.

metric information prochure on the 
benefits of the metric system, its 
history and a signified conversion 
table. 
A survey in August of motorists to 
gauge their reaction to the distance 
markers and solicit their advice on 
future changes. 
Richley said he has asked the 
Federal Highway Administration for a 
grant to pay for a report on Ohio’s 
program to be distributed to other 
interested states.

Yablonski in a bitter election for the 
union presidency just 
before 
the 
killings, admitted in defense testimony 
Tuesday that he authorized transfer of 
the $20,000 to the district. 
However, Boyle testified that the 
money was spent for legitimate union 
organizing. 
Boyle was ousted as UMW president 
by Arnold Miller in a court-ordered 
rerun of the 1969 election. 
The rerun resulted from a suit filed 
by the Yablonski forces just after the 
electon, and the prosecution claims it 
was the Yablonski’s threat to the union 
hierarchy that prompted the killings.

Farm Land Sale Urged On Solons 


If a deduction on your return is 
questioned, you must lie able to sub­ 
stantiate the Item, 
Q, When should I report interest 
earned cm my Series E Savings Bonds? 
A. You should report interest when 
the bonds are cashed or report the? 
annual increase each year. 
For more information, see IRK 
Publication 576, “ Tax Information on 
United .States Savings Bonds.” It’s 
available free by writing your Internal 
Revenue district office. 
Q. I earned over $25,000 last year. 
Can I still use the short Form 1040A? 
A. Yes. You can earn any amount 
and still use the short Form 1040A. 
However, all your income must come 
from wages, salaries, tips and not 
more than $200 in interest and $200 in 
dividends. In addition, you may not 
itemize deductions on the short form. 
If you did not receve Form 1040A in 
the mail and want to use it, a copy may 
be obtained at any Internal Revenue 
office, most banks and post offices, or 
you may use the order blank in the 
Form 1040 package to obtain a copy. 
Q. What transportation expenses are 
deductible? 
A. You may deduct as a charitable 
contribution unreimbursed out-of-

A. No. IRS computers screen all 
individual returns for error, not just 
those with higher than average 
deduction 
figures. 
Sophisticated 
mathematical formulas are used to 
rank returns by error potential and 
those having the highest probability of 
error are selected for audit.

Yablonski in a bitter election for the 
union presidency

killings, admitted in defense testimony 
Tuesday that he authorized transfer of 
the $20,000 to the district. 
However, Boyle testified that the 
money was spent for legitimate union 
organizing. 
Boyle was ousted as UMW president 
by Arnold Miller in a court-ordered 
rerun of the 1969 election. 
The rerun resulted from a suit filed 
by the Yablonski forces just after the 
electon, and the prosecution claims it 
was the Yablonski’s threat to the union 
hierarchy that prompted the killings.

Q. When should I report interest 
earned on my Series E Savings Bonds? 
A. You should report interest when 
the (Minds are cashed or report the 
annual increase each year. 
For more information, see IRS 
I*ublication 576, “Tax Information on 
United States Savings Bonds.” It’s 
available free by writing your Internal 
Revenue district office. 
Q. I earned over $25,(KH) last year. 
Can I still use the short Form I (HOA? 
A. Yes. You can earn any amount 
and still use the short Form 1040A. 
However, all your income must come 
from wages, salaries, tips and not 
more than $200 in interest and $200 in 
dividends. In addition, you may not 
itemize deductions on the short form. 
If you did not receve Form 1040A in 
the mail and want to use it, a copy may 
be obtained at any Internal Revenue 
office, most banks and post offices, or 
you may use the order blank in the 
Form 1040 package to obtain a copy. 
Q. What transportation expenses are 
deductible? 
A. You may deduct as a charitable 
contribution unreim bursed out-of- 
pocket 
transportation 
expenses 
directly attributable to services you 
render to a charitable organization. If 
you use your own car, you may use the 
rate of six cents per mile instead of 
actual expenses to determine your 
deductions. Parking fees and tolls are 
deductible in addition to the six cents 
per mile. 
Transportation expenses necessary 
to get medical care are also deductible 
in the same way. However, these 
expenses are subject to the three 
percent rule for medical expenses.

education and moving may also be 
deductible. Details can be found in

They’re available free by mailing a 
postcard to your IRS district office.

Q. My husband and I file a joint 
return. He wants to designate a dollar 
of our tax for one political party, while 
I want my dollar to go to another 
party. Can we do this? 
A. Yes. If you are filing a joint 
return, you may designate $2 of your 
tax toward the Presidential Election 
Campaign Fund. Thus, each of you 
may designate $1 of your tax to go to a 
different party or to a non-partisan 
general account for all eligible can­ 
didates.

“ Progress for women in 
most developing countries is 
still just in early stages,” she 
reported, “ but one can see 
and feel stirrings. 
“ Malnutrition is the dread 
enemy in so many nations,” 
she added. “ It weakens 
resistance so that 
huge 
numbers of children fall ill 
and die. 
It 
retards 
both 
physically and mentally. 
Feeding children nutritiously 
is not only humanitarian, it’s 
an investment in the future. 
In a relatively short time you 
can 
see 
form erly 
m alnourished 
children 
become more alert; 
their 
learning improves by leaps 
and bounds; they resume 
normal growth and 
can 
develop 
into 
healthy, 
productive adults.” 
Mrs. Higgins has slept on 
floors and slogged through 
deep mud in travels to Sierra 
Leone, 
Uganda, Tunisia, 
Kenya, Liberia, Lesotho, 
India, Turkey, Indonesia, 
Malaysia, Panama and other 
nations across the world. 
In many parts of the world 
mothers 
still 
lack 
the 
capacity to care for their 
children. Mrs. Higgins thinks 
this is so because of poor 
health, ignorance and other 
factors. Until that is changed, 
she thinks world malnutrition 
will continue. 
“ So long as women remain 
second class citizens, un­ 
educated, without any voice 
in fam ily or community 
decisions, without legal or 
economic status, married 
* when they are still practically 
children and thenceforth 
- producing one baby after 
another (and seeing half of 
them dit* before they are of 
school age), so long as these 
c o n d i t i o ri s 
p e r s i s t , 
development is hopelessly 
handicapped. We’ll be lucky 
if we don’t slip backward,” 
she said. 
One area Mrs. Higgins sees 
as a real need in undeveloped 
nations 
is 
continuing 
education for women. Horne 
economics extension course, 
“ farmer’s wife” programs 
and nutrition education are 
essential, she said, if hunger 
is to I m - eased

‘‘Progress for women in 
most developing countries is 
still just in early stages,” she 
reported, “but one can see 
and feel stirrings. 
“Malnutrition is the dread 
enemy in so many nations,” 
she added. 
‘‘It 
weakens 
resistance so 
that 
huge 
numbers of children fall ill 
and 
die. 
It 
retards 
both 
physically and m entally. 
Feeding children nutritiously 
is not only humanitarian, it’s 
an investment in the future. 
In a relatively short time you 
can 
see 
form erly 
m aln ou rish ed 
ch ild ren 
become more alert; 
their 
learning improves by leaps 
and 
bounds; 
they resume 
normal 
growth 
and 
can 
develop 
into 
healthy, 
productive adults.” 
Mrs. Higgins has slept on 
floors and slogged through 
deep mud in travels to Sierra 
Leone, 
Uganda, Tunisia, 
Kenya, Liberia, Lesotho, 
India, Turkey, Indonesia, 
Malaysia, Panama and other 
nations across the world. 
In many parts of the world 
m others 
still 
lack 
the 
capacity to care for their 
children. Mrs. Higgins thinks 
this is so because of poor 
health, ignorance and other 
factors. Until that is changed, 
she thinks world malnutrition 
will continue. 
“So long as women remain 
second 
class citizens, 
un­ 
educated, without any voice 
in fam ily or com m unity 
decisions, without legal or 
econom ic status, m arried 
when they are still practically 
children and thenceforth 
producing one baby 
after 
another (and seeing half of 
them die before they are of 
school age), so long as these 
c o n d i t i o n s 
p e r s i s t , 
developm ent is hopelessly 
handicapped. We’ll he lucky 
if we don’t slip backward,” 
she said. 
One area Mrs. Higgins sees 
as a real need in undeveloped 
nations 
is 
continuing 
education for women. Home 
economics extension course, 
“farmer’s wife” 
programs 
and nutrition education are 
essential, she said, if hunger 
is to Im* eased.

U. S. Vetoes 
U. N. Action

PANAMA (AP) — U.S. negotiators 
now face th e problem of trying to get a 
new Panama Canal treaty satisfactory 
to th e U.S. Congress from a Pan­ 
amanian government bolstered by a 
moral victory in th e U.N. Security 
Council. 
After a parade of diplomats at th e 
council’s special meeting in Panama 
berated Wash ington for its I^tin 
American policy, U.S. Ambas.sador 
Joh n Scali vetoed a resolution urging 
h is government to sign a new canal 
treaty with Panama “with out delay.” 
It was th e th ird U.S. veto in th e 27 
years of U.N. h istory, and all of th em 
were cast by th e Nixon administration.

one 
council 
m em ber— 
Britain—backed th e United States by 
abstaining. Th e vote was 18-1. 
“Th e United States 
vetoed 
th e 
resolution supporting th e Panamanian 
cause, but th e wh ole world h as vetoed 
Wash ington,” Foreign Mini.ster Juan 
Antonio Tack of Panama declared. He 
promised to take th e issue to th e 182- 
meml>er General A.ssembly. 
“ I believe I did th e righ t th ing,” 
Scali told newsmen. “Tomorrow is 
anoth er day.

PANAMA (AP) — U.S. negotiators 
now face the problem of trying to get a 
new Panama Canal treaty satisfactory 
to the U.S. Congress from a Pan­ 
amanian government bolstered by a 
moral victory in the U.N. Security 
Council.
